(practically  unheard  of  for  this  variety).  Tiny  planchet  crack  at  V.  Exceptional 
condition  for  this  scarce  and  popular  variety.  Worth  well  into  three  figures.

mint  red.  Usual  strike,  not  too  w'ell  up  on  coronet.

Quality  (iroup  of  Pioneer  and  I erritorial  (iold  Coins  and  Patterns 

Auctions  of  really  choice  territorial  gold  in  later  years  have  become  in- 
freciuent  as  the  really  fine  material  in  this  elusive  class  has  been  salted  away 
in  museums  and  estates  save  for  the  few  coins  being  traded  among  a tiny 
handful  of  specialists.  Many  sales  will  show  a few  pioneer  gold  coins  but 
they  will  generally  turn  out  to  be  the  same  relatively  common  items  recur- 
ring: VF  August  Bechtler  dollars,  worn  Moffat  iS:  Co.  fives,  an  occasional 
U,  S.  .Assay  twenty  or  the  like.  The  collector  who  assembled  the  present 
groui>  was  interested  primarily  in  toj)  (|uality,  being  generally  willing  to  wait 
for  a better  e.xample  in  rare  and  common  scries.  .As  a result,  here  as  in  the 
quarter  eagles,  there  are  ga])s,  but  the  coins  offered  arc  for  the  most  part  ex- 
ceptional and  in  some  instances  exceedingly  rare.  It  is  most  singular  indeed, 
for  instance,  to  find  two  of  the  four  known  silver  Pacific  Com|)any  cpiartcr 
eagles  in  the  same  collection.  The  Oregon  five  is  apparently  unsurpassed, 
and  some  of  the  Mormon  and  Colorado  gold  pieces  arc  also  exceptional  in 
quality.

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UNITED  STATES  PATTERN,  EXPERIMENTAL  AND  TRIAL  PIECES 

The  present  group  is  remarkable  even  tliough  only  reirresenting  a small 
number  of  different  des'gns.  The  eollector  who  assembed  it  stressed  bistorieal 
interest  and  design  above  ever3’tbing  else,  preferring  cboiee  iiroofs..  Unlike 
some  other  collectors  of  iiattern  designs,  he  did  not  hesitate  — possibly  for 
display  pur|)oscs  — to  obtain  duplicates  of  some  types  in  different  metals, 
presumably  in  order  to  disjjlay  obverse  and  reverse  side  by  side.  Understand- 
ably enough,  therefore,  the  group  begins  with  Gobrecht’s  famous  and  much 
sought-after  gold  dollar  (in  gold  and  silver,  the  silver  being  of  extreme 
rarity),  includes  one  of  only  three  known  1849  Longacre  engraved  dollars  in 
gold,  and  is  especially  rich  in  the  1877  half  dollar  scries,  which  is  remarkable 
for  variety  and  ornateness  of  design  and  extreme  rarity  of  each  tyi)c.  The 
group  of  copper,  nickel  and  aluminum  ‘3’s  also  deserve  notice.  Extensive 
offerings  of  patterns  at  public  auction  have  not  been  very  frequent  since  the 
dispersal  of  the  holdings  of  Major  Lobr  and  Dr.  Judd;  the  present  collection, 
though  not  large,  is  of  quality,  and  is  the  first  such  offering  since  some  of  the 
Lobr  and  Judd  materials  were  sold  several  years  hack.  It  is  the  first  dis- 
criminating offering  in  the  last  seven  or  eight  years,  i.  c.  since  the  beginning 
of  the  ])rescnt  market.

Small  but  Outstanding  Group  of  Mint  Errors 

The  majority  of  offerings  of  mint  errors  stress  fairly  minor  material 
such  as  clips,  slight  double  strikes,  and  off  center  coins.  Our  consignor  had  a 
few  of  these  hut  jrreferred  the  major  rarities  in  this  difficult  series,  wishing 
to  assemble  a representative  grouping  of  major  categories  (aside  from  off 
metal  coins).  The  results  were  quite  remarkable.  We  draw  collector  attention 
to  the  “flipped”  1795  half-cent,  the  1895  double  struck  Indian  cent  with  the  two 
heads  facing  110'’  apart  and  both  off  center,  the  off  center  half  dime,  the 
possibly  uni(|ue  brockage  gold  dollar  of  1874  and  the  three  off  center  gold 
pieces,

striking  about  off  center  in  K-11,  the  second  striking  flipped  (erbv.  on  rev.  and 
vice  versa)  and  about  off  center  in  K-10.  .\lmost  Fine/F-VF,  somewhat 
rough:  one  date  visible,  though  weak,  parts  of  both  strikings  visible  on  both 
sides,  part  of  wreath  and  fraction  before  face,  part  of  Liberty  cap  r.  of  wreath, 
etc.  Very  unusual  in  appearance.
